H can ſay, the Wealth of Britain muſt 
conſiſt. (Viz.) The Nations being inſe para- 
bly and entirely join d, and having but one 
general Intereſt. 

And io this very thing, the Doctrine of 
the SubjxQion of Scotland to England is eu- 
tirely overthrown. Tis not a ſubjecting. 
but communicatiag of Privileges and Inte- 
reſts ; and to confirm my Opinion, I deſire 
no hetter an Authority, than the Example 
of. the Romans and Sabines, recorded by 
Titus Livius, and quoted again by a famous 
Author on this very Subj:&, of Nations 
uniting. 

Quando uniantur duo Populi, non amit- 
tentur Jura, ſed communitabuntur, ficus Sa- 
binorum p imò, de inde Albanorum jus in Ro- 
manos tranifuſum eſt, & una falta Reſpublice.

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\dcritgite ccnſen,t at Regnls (ud hon fadere, 
aut - luntexas quod Regem communem ba- 
beant, ſed vera Unitate junguntur ; When 
two Common-wealths are to be united, the 
particular Rights of either are not loſt, but 
oaly communicated ; thus, firſt the Sabines, 
and afterwards the Alb ni tranſmitted their 
Rights to the Komens, and they became one 
Common-wealth. This is true alſo of King» 
doms, when they are joyn'd together, not 
meerly by 2 Conſideration, or in their ha- 
ving the ſame King but by a Coalition or

= think, I foal need to add nothing to 
this Quotation about the Nation of Scorland's 
being ſubjeted to England, nor need len- 
ter upon the abſurd Suggeſtion, that Eng- 
14nd can or will, after the Union, ſubvert 
and deſtroy the Liberty aad Privileges ot 
Scotland. : 3 

'Tis plain, here is no Subjection on either 
hand, and indeed there is no Room for a 
Poſbbility of Subject ion in the Nature of che 
Union; Eng land would bave equal Occaſion 
to apprehend Subj-Qions of Force, as Scot- 
land, fince Numbers and Poverty give as 
great Umbrage, and indeed greater than 
Wealth and Legillature— Thus the Romans 
ell a Prey to the Goibs and Northern Nations, 
who had nothing to make them formidable 
but thoſe two Articles ——ÞBut when Na- 
tions agree to be. govern'd by Laws, and 
to ſubjeti]:bemſ-lves equally to Juftice and 
Rules, Oppcefſions never grow to any for- 
midable Height among ſuch, for no Party 
will permit another ia cither ſide to tycan- 
oe, leſt by Acceſſion of Power, they come 
at laft to tyrannize over them too. 

Coallitions thetefore, and Incorporations 
ia general, ſuppoſe we were not to regard 
the preſent Circumftances, have ſomething 
ia them in their very Nature, oppoſite to, 
aud inconfiftent with Tyranny, and which 
cannot leave real Cauſe of Jealoulie . 

As in the Caſe ot Conqueſt, Scotland can 
never de afraid of being ſubjeted by Arms 
from England; if it were only on this Ac- 
count, that the governing by Armies is ſo 
inconſiſtent in its Nature, with the Free- 
dom and Conftitution of England, that a 
Nation ſo built, ſo cſtabliſh'd as Bnglond is, 


would run the Riſque ot the Medium for 
the Advantage of the ConqueR;. 

Free Nations never covet Conqueſts, en- 
larging of Dominions is none of their Pro- 
ſpects, their Advantages are ail in Peace, 
Commerce, Plenty and Liberty) They 
ſeek no Happineſs, like ſecuring what they 
poſſeſs, en} ying their Eſtates under the 
Protection et the Laus, and under juſt Ga- 
veraments ; tis enough for them to receive 
their Poſſeſnons from their Anceltors, enjoy 
them with Safety, and convey them with 
Certainty co their Poſſeſſors. 

Nor let the Scors blame their Country- 
men in Eng lan i for coveting an Union; tis 
natural to Men in Happineſs to wiſh their 
Friends ſhould partake with them ; he that 
is ſure of going to Heaven, wiſhes all Men 
to go there with him; the Scors Gentlemen 
that live in England under an eatie, free 20d 
equal Government, under a Conſtitution 
adapted to encuurage all Minner of Vertue, 
and promote unirerſal loduftry; who can 
blame chem tor wiſhing all cheir Country- 
men Sharers with them of the ſame Ad- 
vantages, and ſettled with them upon the 
ſame Foundations, and certainly never were 
People, ſince Irael quitted their Liberty for 
Bondage and Kiogſhip, ſo toad of a con- 
trated, ſuppreſs d Condition, as ſome 
Gentlemen in Scorlan4 ate of chat Conflitu- 
tion, which they at che ſame time acknow- 
ledge inconvenient, .ill-tounded, and un- 
qualified to make a Nation rich or happy- 

1 coafeſs, cis a bard Task to perſwade 
ſuch Men to embrace any Conditions when 
offer'd, and it muſt not be wonder d at, if 
they are obſtinate Rejeftocs of their own, 
and their Country z fince they nei- 
ther rega:d the firſt, nor delice the laſt. 

If therefore the Union fiads Oppoſert, 
let the Arguments for it be never (0 ſtcong, 
or the Advan never ſo plain, tis no 
wonder ; for this is an Age, when all Peo- 
ple are not to be perſwaded by their 
own Adrantages, nor adviſed to their own 
Iaterefts,
